9.—Judge B ennett 
has a full calendar before bim in the 
Jefferson county circuit court. 
Attor­ 
ney “Jim” Malone who ‘‘has just re­ 
turned from Oklahoma” appeared for 
the plaintiff 
in the case of William 
G. Cody vs. 
J. E. Bailiger, 
Herman 
Gratw, 
Edward Johnson, Fred C. 
Werner and William F. W hyte, of 
W atertown, for damages for false im­ 
prisonment, and 
made an affidavit 
that the court was so prejudiced that 
his client could not obtain a fair trial 
and asked that the ce se be sent to 
some other county. 
Judge Bennett 
announced that he 
would call in 
Judge Sic becker. 
Mr. Malone an­ 
nounced that he would probably pre­ 
sent Judge Siebecker 
affidavits to 
show that the people of the county 
are also prejudiced against Mr. Cody, 
and w ill again ask that it ba removod 
to another circuit court. 
The case of Benjamin F. 
Rowe vs. 
C. Sc N. W. R. R. Co., for damages for 
the killing of a colt, which got on the 
track, was tried and the court directed 
a verdict for the railway company. 
The parties agreed that the animal 
got on the track without the fault of 
either the owner or the railway conP- 
pany, and as it appeared that the en­ 
gineer stopped the train as soon as he 
could and that after the train 
w l s 
stopped the colt ran on and into some 
trestle work and broke his I leg, so 
that be had to be killed, the court 
held that the company could not be 
held liable for simply frightening the 
animal,

m entary b a ttle over the Bland silver 
seigniorage bill was resum ed immedi­ 
ately 
'after 
the 
reading 
of

jo u rn al yesterday 
m orning. 
Mr. 
Reed 
sought 
to 
challenge 
the 
rig h t of th e house to pass th e resolu­ 
tion to arrest absentees, w hich w as 
carried ju st before adjournm ent last 
night, 
on 
the 
ground 
th a t 
th e 
la st 
call 
of 
th e 1 house 
showed 
a quorum . 
The 
question as to 
w hether a quorum was present on the 
call w as disputed, as it did not appear 
• in th e journal, and R epresentative 
Reed moved to am end the journal so 
as to m ake this fact appear. 
This 
m otion w as lost. 
Mr. Bland th en renew ed his m otion 
of W ednesday to go into com m ittee of 
th e whole to consider th e seigniorage 
bill. 
F ilibustering w as a t once in order. 
Mr. Reed (rep., Maine) first tried to 
have th e journal corrected and then 
delayed m atters on a point th a t th e 
sergeant - a t - arm s 
w as ordered to ar 
rest absent mem 
hers and asked th a t 
the officer be sum 
moned 
to re p o rt 
D ilatory m oti o n 
and dem ands fol­ 
lowed and it w as 
nearly 2 o’clock be­ 
fore the roll-call on 
Mr. B land’s m otion 
to 
go into com­ 
m ittee of the whole 
on the silver seig­ 
niorage showed it was carried. 
The 
vote was: 
Yeas, 176—dem ocrats, 142; 
republicans, 
24; peeple's party IO. 
Nays, 4—dem ocrats, 3; republicans, I. 
T otal, 180. 
The house w ent into com 
m ittee w ith Mr. H atch (dem., Mo.) in 
the chair. 
Mr. Bland, in opening the 
debate, explained the provisions of the 
bill. 
The first section provided for the 
coinage of th e seigniorage or gain on 
th e coinage of silver w hich had ac­ 
crued to the governm ent under the 
silver purchase act of Ju ly 14, 1890. 
Some asserted th a t there could be no 
seigniorage u n til the whole am ount of 
th e bullion w as coined; b u t n eith er 
th e secretary of the treasury nor he 
(Mr. 
Bland) held 
this 
view. 
The 
bill 
provides for 
the issuance 
of 
silver certificates and silver notes 
on th e 
seigniorage 
and 
th e re­ 
m aining silver bullion in the treasury 
and th a t w hen these are redeem ed by 
th e silver dollars so coined, they shall 
not be reissued. 
T he bullion was to 
be coined only for the redem ption of 
the certificates and notes. 
A t 4:45 Mr. 
Bland moved th a t th e com m ittee rise, 
w hich was agreed to. 
He then offered 
a resolution rescinding so much of the 
order adopted W ednesday evening as 
requested th a t the sergeant-at-arm s 
shoula arrest and bring before the bar 
of the house any m em bers who w ere 
absent 
w ithout 
leave. 
This w as 
agreed to after a brief discussion. 
Mr. Dockery (dem., Mo.) in behalf 
of Mr. Dingley (rep., Me.) asked unan­ 
imous consent for the im m ediate con­ 
sideration of th e bill to regulate the 
m aking of property retu rn s by the offi­ 
cers of the governm ent. 
T he bill w as 
agreed to w ithout debate, and th en a t 
4:50, on m otion of Mr. Tracey (dem., 
N. Y .) the house adjourned.

F in a n c ia l Policy* 


W a s h in g t o n , 
Feb. 
9.—Secretary 
Carlisle’s bond plan w as the subject of 
m uch discussion in the senate yester­ 
day on the resolution of Mr. S tew art 
(rep., Nev.) declaring it to be the sense 
of the senate th a t the secretary of the 
treasury has no authority to issue bonds 
except under th e resum ption act, and 
th a t the money derived from the sale of 
bonds issued under th a t act cannot be 
applied to any other purpose th an as 
specified in the resum ption act. 
Mr. 
S tew art modified the resolution by ad­ 
ding to it the follow ing clause: 
“ And in the opinion of the senate 
th ere is no present necessity for th e 
sale of bonds for the purpose specified 
in the resum ption act.” 
Mr. 
B utler (dem., S. C.) moved to 
refer the resolution to th e com m ittee 
on judiciary, and Mr. Sherm an (rep., 
Ohio) favored such 
reference. 
Mr. 
Quay (rep., Pa.) said th a t the reference 
proposed w ould be sim ply giving the 
resolution a decent burial, and he op­ 
posed it. 
Mr. M orrill (rep., Vt.) opposed all 
the propositions. 
In the course of a d esultory discus­ 
sion Mr. T eller (rep., Colo.) said th a t 
he w anted to knew w hat congress w as 
going to do w ith the question of de­ 
ficiency. 
He said: 
“ I w ant congress to determ ine, once 
for all, directly and speedily, w hether 
it is to adopt some system of revenue 
gath erin g th a t w ill bring revenues 
enough to the treasury to m aintain 
the credit of the governm ent and to 
jay cu rren t expenses or w hether it is 
to en ter on a system of running in 
debt to the am ount of $190,000,000 
or $500,000,000. 
If running in debt 
to be continued w ithout any a t­ 
tem pt to increase the revenue the debt 
w ill be increased by $l,000,0o0,o00 be­ 
fore it is stopped. 
If the dom inant 
)arty does not act in the m atter it is 
the duty of the m inority to insist th a t 
tn e m ajority shall act. 
Mr. Gorman (dem., Md.) moved to 
refer the resolution to the com m ittee 
on finance. 
Pending action on th a t 
m otion the m orning hour expired aud 
the resolution w ent over till to-day. 
The senate then proceeded to the 
consideration of house bill (passed the 
house Oct. 17, 1893) to require rail­ 
roads in the territories over a rig h t of 
w ay granted by th e governm ent to 
establish stations and depots a t all 
tow n sites on th e lines of th e roads 
established by the interior depart­ 
ment. 
Mr. Berry (dem., Ark.), who had re­ 
ported th e bill from th e com m ittee on 
railroads, explained and advocated it, 
b u t it was finally laid aside w ithout 
action and a t 3 p. rn. the 
house 
resolutions on the death of Represen­ 
tative M utchler of Pennsylvania w ere 
laid before the senate, and Mr. Quay 
(rep., Pa.) offered the usual resolutions 
of condolence and respect. 
Eulogies 
of the life and character of Mr. M utch­ 
le r were pronounced by Mr. Quay, Mr. 
M itchell (dem., Wis.), and Mr. Hans- 
brough (rep., N. D.) 
The resolutions 
were agreed to and the senate a t 3:20 
adjourned till M onday n e x t

9.—The report 
th a t Mills, Vest and Jones (Ark.,) are 
preparing a substitute for the W ilson 
bill is denied. 
The W ilson bill w ill be 
reported, as heretofore announced. It is 
believed the only change noted since 
Tuesday is th a t instead of reporting 
in favor of a 50-cent duty on iron ore 
and coal, iron ore w ill be left on the 
free list and a 30-per cent duty w ill 
be put on coal, while th e tax on 
w hisky w ill be increased 
IO 
cents 
per gallon and the bonded period ex­ 
tended to five years. I t is quite likely, 
however, th a t other changes w ill be 
made before the bill is introduced, but 
nothing nearly so radical as reported 
in the m orning press is deem ed a t all 
likely.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 
9 .—The United 
States steam er K earsarge was wrecked 
on Roncadore reef Feb. 2. 
The officers 
and crew were saved. 
The 
news 
reached the navy departm ent yesterday 
in a dispatch which came from Colon. 
It was sent by Lieut. B rainard of the 
K earsarge, 
which 
reached 
Colon 
Feb. 8. 
The K earsarge by last reports sailed 
from H ayti for Bluefield’s, N icaragua, 
to which it was ordered on account of 
the trouble betw een N icaragua and 
Honduras. 
I t is suDposed th a t the 
vessel is a to tal wreck. 
But fortun­ 
ately there appears to have been no 
loss of life. 
The vessel was one of the 
oldest in the navy and had a splendid 
history. 
Im m ediately on receipt of the cable­ 
gram Secretary H erbert sent a mes­ 
sage to 
Lieut. 
B rainard 
directing 
him to ch arter a vessel a t Colon and 
proceed a t once to the assistance of the 
shipw recked men. 
It is presum ed th a t 
they are y et on the reef. 
Commodore 
Ramsey, chief of the bureau of naviga­ 
tion, who know s the neighborhood, said 
th a t the officers and crew would be in 
no danger on the reef except in very 
heavy w eather, and they could easily 
reach Old Providence, an island be­ 
tw een the reef and the N icaragua 
coast, in th eir boats. 
No fears for the 
safety of the ship’s company are en­ 
te rtain e d a t the navy departm ent in 
view of L ieu t B rainard’s dispatch. 
L ater in the day Secretary H erbert 
received an answ er to his cable mes­ 
sage sent to L ieu t B rainard a t Colon. 
L ieu t B rainard said th a t the mail 
steam er City of P ara is available and 
she w ill proceed to the relief of the 
shipw recked crew of the Kearsarge. 
N aval 
officers 
believe th a t the 
K earsage haft n ot gone to pieces and 
m ay n o t do so for some tim e unless 
rough w eather comes on. 
The tides 
and currents about 
th e reef are, 
however, 
sw ift 
and 
dangerous. 
A cting 
R ear 
Adm iral 
Stanton 
is 
said 
to 
have 
been 
on 
the 
K earsarge. 
W hen the New York and 
D etroit were sent to Rio Janeiro it was 
the flagship of the N orth A tlantic 
squadron, and R ear Adm iral Stanton 
was ordered to proceed to P ort au 
Prince and tran sfer his flag to the 
K earsarge and assume command of the 
station. 
The m ost im portant event in the his­ 
tory of the g allan t old K earsarge was 
her fam ous victory over the rebel ves­ 
sel Alabama, which she sank off Cher­ 
bourg, France, on Sunday, June 19, 
1864. 
She w as then commanded by 
Capt. W inslow, a form er shipm ate of 
Caph Semmes. 
W hen the K earsarge was built she 
w as up to date in m ost m attery of 
naval architecture. 
She could steam 
twelve knots an hour, a high speed for 
th a t period, and was arm ed w ith guns 
quite as good as those carried by any 
vessel of her size. 
Since th a t tim e 
her boilers have been 
reduced 
so 
th a t she could steam b u t ten knots an 
hour, and as a m atter of fact steam 
was only an auxiliary to her sails. She 
w as overhauled a year or so ago and 
the wood below the w ater line was ex 
am ined for the first tim e in fourteen 
years. 
I t was found to be as sound as 
the day it w ent into the ship and a1 
m ost as hard as iron. 


F ree C oinage, In creased C urrency. G ov­ 
ern m en t O w n ership o f R ailroads. 


T o p e k a , Kan., Feb. 9.—The N ational 
Farm ers’ alliance adopted the follow­ 
ing demands, as recom mended by the 
com mittee on resolutions: 
I. We dem and a national currency, 
safe, sound and flexible, issued by the 
general governm ent only, a full legal 
tender for all debts public and pri­ 
vate, and th a t w ithout the use of bank­ 
ing corporations; a just, equitable and 
efficient means of distribution direct to 
the people; th a t a tax not to exceed 2 
per cent be provided, as set forth in 
our sub-treasury plan, or some better 
system, also by paym ents in discharge 
of its obligations for public improve­ 
ments. 
(A) We dem and the free and un­ 
lim ited coinage of silver and gold a t 
the present legal rates of 16 to I. 
(B) We dem and th a t the am ount of 
circulating medium be speedily in­ 
creased to a t least $50 per capita. 
(C) We dem and a graduated income 
tax. 
(D) We dem and th a t our national 
legislature shall be so fram ed in the 
future as not to build up one industry 
a t the expense of another. 
(E) We dem and all national and 
state revenues shall be lim ited to the 
necessary expenses of the governm ent, 
econom ically and honestly adm inis­ 
tered. 
(F) We dem and th a t postal savings 
banks be established by the govern­ 
ment. 
2. The land, including nil the n a t­ 
u ral resources of w ealth, is the herit­ 
age of all the people and should not be 
m onopolized fo r speculative purposes, 
and alien ow nership of land should be 
prohibited; all lands now held by rail­ 
roads and other corporations in excess 
of th eir actual needs and all lands now 
owned by aliens should be reclaim ed 
by the governm ent and held for ac­ 
tu al settlers only. 
3. T ransportation being a means of 
exchange and a public necessity, the 
governm ent should own and operate 
th e railroads in the interest of the 
people. 
T he telegraph and telephone 
should also be owned and operated by 
the governm ent in the interest of the 
people. 
The 
follow ing 
resolutions 
were 
adopted, 
not as additional 
to the 
xflitical dem ands of th e alliance, but 
as subjects to be discussed in the sub­ 
alliances: 
Resolved, T h a t we favor a g radu­ 
ated property tax. 
Resolved, T h at we favor such legis­ 
lation by the states as will place the 
liquo r traffic under state agents prop­ 
erly bound to obey the law, so as to 
elim inate from the business the cor­ 
rupting elem ent of profit. 
A resolution was also adopted recom­ 
m ending alliances to discuss the refer­ 
endum during the coming year, a reso­ 
lution m aking it one of the principles 
of the order failing of adoption. 


TRAIN W R ECKERS IN TEXAS. 


T h e B rakem an Shot and T h ree O th er M en 
H u rt. 


H o u s t o n , 'Texas, Feb. 
9 .— An a t­ 
tem pt was m ade to w reck the incom­ 
ing passenger Saturday n ig h t on th e 
Missouri, K ansas Sc Texas a t Houston 
Heights, w here the electric cars cross 
the road. 
O bstructions 
had 
been 
placed and a street car ran into the 
trap. 
W hen the m otorm an got down 
to remove th e obstructions he w as 
fired upon from am bush and badly 
sh o t 
L ast n ig h t a successful attem p t 
a t w recking w as made. Four m iles out 
is a high bridge a t W’hite Oak Bayou. 
Here the w reckers rem oved the rails 
and fishplates. 
W hen the passenger 
train came along the engine passed 
safely over, b u t the baggage and m ail 
cars jum ped the track and rolled down 
the bank, followed by the smoker, 
which landed on top of them . T he fol­ 
low ing men were hurt: 
C a r t e r , J . W., b a g g a g e m a n , 
in ju r e d in ­ 
te r n a lly . 
E l l i o t t , Jos, brakeman, shot from am­ 
bush. 
H a tto n , H ., found in car badly hart. 
M o r ris, L on . express agent, injured in the 
wreck. 
The wreck presented a frig h tfu l ap­ 
pearance. 
Joe E lliott, a brakem an, 
was sent back to flag a freig h t train 
which was soon due. 
He had n o t pro­ 
ceeded a hundred yards w hen a volley 
from am bush w as fired a t him. 
Five 
bullets took 
effect in 
his body. 
The crew in th e m eantim e, aided by 
passengers, w ere a t w ork ex tricating 
the men buried in the w recked cars 
and* feared to go to th e flagm an’s 
rescue. 
He, however, craw led, bleed­ 
ing and' wounded, back to the train 
and now lies dying. 
In the mail car 
w as Lon Morris, the agent, 
badly 
bruised and w ith several broken bones. 
H. H atton, the express messenger, was 
found in his car w ith his ribs broken 
and in a critical condition. 
J. W. 
Carter, baggagem aster, was injured 
about the head and internally. 
A re­ 
lief train was made up here and sent 
to the scene. 
The wounded were 
brought in and are in the hospital. 
Posses are on the scene and great ex­ 
citem ent prevails. 
T here w ill be sev- 
| eral lynchings if the w reckers are 
found.

The Iowa Statesm an Welt Schooled foi 


His New Responsibilities. 


.John H. Gear, the senator-elect from 
Iowa, was born in Ithaca, N. Y., 68 
years ago. 
In 1836 th e fam ily came 
w est to G alena and in 1839 to F o rt 
Snelling. 
Mr. Gear, as a young man, 
w ent to B urlington, Iowa, his present 
home, in 1843. 
His education was only 
such as he had been able to secure at 
home and pick up by contact w ith the 
w orld and he w ent 
to work in a store 
for $50 a year and 
board and lodging. 
He 
continued 
in 
this way u n til tak ­ 
en into partnership 
by 
the 
firm 
fox 
which he was w ork­ 
ing in 1854, and the 
firm continued in 
business until 1870. 
Iii 
1863 
he 
was 
elected m ayor of 
B urlington on the republican ticket 
by 
a m ajority of 133. 
In 1S72 he 
was elected a m em ber of the F our­ 
teenth general assem bly 
and 
was 
one of the members of the com m ittee 
on railways. 
In the F ifteenth gen­ 
eral assem bly Mr. Gear 
began 
to 
achieve a state-w ide reputation. 
This 
w as the celebrated “G ranger legisla­ 
tu re ” of 1873, of w hich he was speaker. 
It was during this session of the 
legislature, 
w hich 
did 
a w onder­ 
ful 
am ount 
of business, 
th a t 
Mr. Gear earned 
his 
sobriquet 
of 
“ Old Business,” w hich has clung to 
him ever since. 
Mr. Gear w as now 
thoroughly in the political current, 
and he was nom inated and elected as 
a m em ber of the S ixteenth general 
assem bly in the fall of 1873 w hile he 
w as absent from the state, and again 
became the speaker. 
In 1877 he w as a 
candidate for th e republican nom ina­ 
tion for th e office of governor. 
The 
“ Old 
W ar 
G overnor,” 
Kirkwood, 
had 
been 
elected 
U nited 
States j 
senator, and L ieut.-Gov. J. G. New- j 
bold 
had 
filled out the unexpired 
term of the governorship. 
He was 
a candidate for the nom ination, and so 
also was Buren R. Sherm an, the state 
auditor. 
T here w ere 981 votes in the 
convention, and on the first ballot Mr. 
Gear received the nom ination. 
In the 
cam paign th a t followed for the first 
tim e the prohibition 
question 
w as 
made a factor of some im portance in 
the governorship contest. 
Mr. Gear 
was elected, b u t by a m inority of the 
votes cast, thus being the first m inor­ 
ity governor th a t the state had ev er 
had. 
Two years later, however, he 
w as again elected governor, this tim e 
by 
a 
plurality 
of 
72,000, 
the 
larg est 
plurality 
ever 
given 
to 
a 
state 
officer 
in 
Iowa. 
In 
1886 
the 
republican 
congressional 
convention, held at Columbus Junction, 
nom inated him for m em bership of the 
F iftieth congress. 
The sitting mem­ 
ber, B enton J. Hall, was the demo­ 
cratic candidate. 
Mr. Gear was elected 


oy a m ajority oi i;udr: n e was again 
elected to the Fifty-first congress, de­ 
feating John J. Seerley, the democratic 
candidate. Gov. Gear was renominated 
to the Fifty-second congress while he 
was in W ashington. The democrats 
again nominated Mr. Seerley and he 
was successful, Mr. Gear going down 
in the landslide of th at year. 
He was 
nominated by acclamation 
for the 
Fifty-third congress. 
Mr. Seerley was 
once more his opponent and Mr. Gear 
was elected by a majority of 639. After 
the election he was appointed by Pres­ 
ident Harrison to the position of assist­ 
ant secretary of the treasury. 
In the 
Fifty-third congress he was appointed 
to the ways and means committee, and 
took a prominent part in preparing 
the minority report on the Wilson 
tariff bill. 
In the fight for the sena­ 
torial nomination he was at all times 
conceded to be the strongest candidate.

Aluminum vs. Magnesia. 
The use of aluminum in place of 
magnesium, for the production of flash­ 
light is strongly advocated by Prof. 
Glasenapp. He states th at aluminum, 
if employed in the form of bronze 
powder, is not only equal to magne­ 
sium as a source of light in taking 
photographs by flashlight, but th at it 
is really much cheaper than the latter. 
The following is stated to be the 
proper mixture for the purpose: 
Alu­ 
minum powder 21.7 parts by weight, 
sulphide of antimony 13.8 parts, and 
potassium chlorate 64.5 parts, the same 
precautions being taken in preparing 
the mixture as in the case of the mag­ 
nesium flashlight. 
In regard to the 
rapidity of combustion of such a mix­ 
ture one-seventeenth of a second has 
been found out; two grams of the mix­ 
ture were burned in a small heap, 
two cm. long and one cm. wide.

to the light of said mixture and to that

not of considerable 
amount.

speed of combustion is ascertained to 
be slower—about one-fifth of a second 
—if a mixture is used composed of 
thirty parts, by weight, of aluminum 
powder and seventy parts of potassium 
chlorate.

One Hundred Lights Could Be Located 
From One to Three Blocks Apart 
and Give Excellent Satisfaction He 
Says—Schedule of Prices in Other 
Towns. 
“ We do not want to do anything 
th at the tax 
payers do not favor” 
was the answer that Alderman Ed. 
Smith of the Fifth ward made to an 
inquiry 
in regard to the proposed 
lighting 
of the city with electric 
lights. 
“ The committee are giving 
the m atter careful consideration. 
I 
have here a map which shows that one 
hundred 
lamps 
when distributed 
throughout the city, will be but from 
one to three blocks apart. This would 
in my opinion, illuminate the city in 
good shape. 
The lights would burn 
until 3 o’clock in the morning and on 
every night in the week; moonlight, 
starlight or dark. 
I have met a num­ 
ber of business men who favor the 
idea but I think it proper th at the 
people should talk the matter over 
fully before anything was done. 
Ex- 
Alderman McKey once canvassed the 
city with his horse and buggy and de­ 
cided that 105 lights would do the 
work fully.” 
Cost W ould N ot be Exorbitant. 
“ How about the cost?” asked [the 
reporter. 
“ Well, it wouldn’t cost us anymore 
than it does 
now. 
The gas fund 
would pay for all the lights. 
I have 
here a schedule of the electric lights 
in Wisconsin and the cost of the tame. 
You can publish it and then let the 
people see w hat they can do. 
The 
rates are more favorable than those 
of any other city except Racine and 
their lights only burn until I o’clock.”

game, full of interest to spectators and 
players, in fact one of the most dash­ 
ing and certainly the fastest of all 
games. 
Ice hockey is now played under as 
hard and fast rules as \ govern college 
football. 
It has its many tricks and 
stratagem s of attack and defense, its 
plots and counter-plots, and as every 
player must be a swift and clever 
skater, it affords every opportunity for 
brilliant individual and combined play. 
Hockey was perfected w ith aview to 
its being played in covered rinks, but 
it answers as well for open ice, pro­ 
vided the playing field be bordered 
w ith heavy planks, for many scientific 
plays are based upon the rebound of 
the “puck” from the bordering wall. 
The “puck” is a fiat, circular piece of 
vulcanized 
rubber, three inches in 
diam eter 
and one inch thick. 
It 
takes the place of 
the 
ball 
of

old-fashioned 
“shinny” game. 
The regulation hockey stick is 
of 
hard wood three-quarters of an inch 
thick and in outline 
resembles 
a 
“ shinny” stick. 
It is steamed and

posit*- ends of the ice and are fixed up­ 
right by being frozen into prepared ! 
holes. They are six feet apart and foul 
feet high, and a game is scored when 
the “puck” is passed between them 
and below their upper ends. 
The goal 
keeper stands just in front of them and 
he may stop the “puck” with feet, 
hands, body or stick, so long as he 
does not kneel or lie upon the ice. 
Oilier players stop the “puck” as hest 
they can, but it can not be carried for­ 
ward save by the stick. 
Two umpires. 
one behind either goal, decide when 
games are scored, and a referee settle* 
disputes and questions of “offside” 
play, etc. 
A whistle signals a foul 
play and the game is then stopped and 
the “puck” “faced” when the foul oc­ 
curred. 
A match game consists of two half 
hours of play, with a change of goals 
and a ten-minute rest at half time.
